Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding claim 11, the applicant argues that 
the reference, Monday, does not teach a configuration database and also does not teach receiving document dimensions or an MIC 
command. The examiner disagrees, the association file is a location where it is stored the a look up system for looking up desired DTDs 
for requested data, while it is being called a file, it is being used to store data in terms of providing a location to store various DTDs to 
configure a request for data, so for the purpose of the association file, its storing configuration information so it can be viewed as a 
configuration database. Regarding the idea that Monday does not disclose dimensions from a configuration database, Monday teaches 
that being received from association file is the structure of the XML document to be returned to the user. This "structure" details the 
exact format the data should be returned in in terms of tags and dimensions of the data. Regarding the idea that the reference does not 
disclose an MCI command, where the MCI is the master control interface. Seen in Column 5, lines 25 - 37 in the reference Monday, 
there is a master mark-up language translator for translating all standard mark-up requests into requests that the database can handle. 
This can be considered master control interface, and the mark-up language request is a type of command that the control can handle 
and translate for the database.. 
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
